ONLY WAITING FOR THE OPPORTUNITY

explaing that the land company was giving
no compensntion for leases of thelr lands,
while subleasing them al great profita.  The

company dil not occupy nor cultivate any
portion of the leased lands, but made profita
by subleasing, it has nlways boen the polley
of the Indian oMce to prevent speculations of
“middlemen™ on Indian lands and to cause
lepses to be made direat with the Indians
through Indlan agents, It wae never the In-
tention of the department or of Captain Deck
to dixpossess parties having proper and direct
leasos from Indians. Bublessees wore early
advised to come to the agency and make
proper leases, without dependence upon the
Iand company, Many lessées did go, but yery
many had glven notes to the company, and
thoke potes were In banks and the holders
demanding payment, These lessees arguod
that by taking new leases from (he agent
they would be oblged to pay twice for the
lanid, The company, in an effort to protect
Ity sublessees, has Instituted the pending sults
at law, The report clearly indjcates thay the
Interior department will defend the Indlans
in their right and altimetely, If possitile, dis.

HE The wheéat crop of Great Britain and
Iroland is put down as poor and Is estimated
it from 40 to 00 wer cent of the average.
The English herley crop will be beiter than
the wheat crop, but the quality will be poor.
Egypt will expory consi@erable wheat.
